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Bridge rebuilding underway 


Reconstruction of the Butters Row 
bridge should begin on Tuesday mor- 
ning, Town Manager Sterling Morris 
told the board of selectmen and 
residents of Butters Row Monday 
night 

Progress on the section of the sewer 
line which was to run beneath Butters 
Row has been temporarily halted until 
a decision is reached on whether to 
reroute the line or to proceed through 
the bridge abutment. The decision, 
according fo Morris, could take five 
or six months. 

No sewer work has taken place at 
the site for seven weeks. Early in 
March, snags occured in the construc- 
tion of the sewer line. The Mass. 
D.P.W. felt the line was being install- 
ed close enough to the 140-year old 
bridge to undermine the stabiltty of 
its structure. Then, too, the contrac- 
tors were having a problem with 
water levels at the site, possibly caus- 
ed by an engineering miscalculation 

Residents of Butters Row have 
grown Tricteasingiy ‘vocal at thetr cen- 
tinued isolation, caused by the con- 
struction near the bridge. One of their 
major concerns is the safety of school 
children who must walk the length of 
Butters Row to meet a bus on Chest- 
nut Street, while heavy construction 
trucking is going on. Some of them 
walk across the tracks. 

A bus has been provided for elemen- 
tary school students who live on 
Butters Row, but junior high and high 
school students are still required to

Woman free 
on bail after 
husband ‘shot 


A 33-year-old Wilmington man was 
shot to death last Tuesday afternoon 
in the cellar of his home. Police 
arrested his wife in connection with 
the shooting 

Anthony Tallini of 41 Brentwood 
Avenue was pronounced dead at the 
Choate Memorial Hospital in Woburn 
where he was taken after the incident, 
which happened shortly after 5 p.m 
He had been shot twice with a 20- 
gauge shotgun. The shooting occurred 
on his birthday. 

Police arrested his wife, Lillamae 
Jane Tallini, also 33, at the home of 
her sister, across the street 

Mrs. Tallini was released the next 
day, after a bail hearing in Woburn 
District Court. Bail was set at $25.- 
000, and Mrs. Tallini posted the deed 
to the house. The case was continued 
until Friday, April 28. 

‘The shooting oczurred shortly after 
Tallini had returned home from his 
job as a carpenter. An argument 
broke out, and Mrs. Tallini fled to the 
basement. When her husband follow- 
ed her down the stairs, she allegedly 
shot him. 

Police confiscated the shotgun and 
several other guns found in the house. 
They also found a bankbook with $18,- 
000 in Mr. Tallini’s name. 

There are two children in the fami- 
ly, Donna, 14, and Barry, 13.

Historical Commission members back 
re-appointment of chairman

Wilmington Selectmen heard 
testimony Monday evening about why 
they should not replace Historical 
Commission member Adele 
Passmore with another appointee. 

Members of the Commission turned » 
out in force to extol the praises of 
their chairman, who, in the interests 
of making the discussion a comfor- 
table one for all parties, was absent: 

Commission members became 
alarmed last week when it was learn 
ed that most of the other appointive 
positions had been filled, but that 
three slots on the Historical Commis- 
sion remained open. 

In a letter to the selectmen, dated 
April 21, they strongly recommended 
that Mrs. Passmore be reappointed 
citing as their reasons the fact that 
she has been a part of the program 
since its inception and that her 
familiarity and facility with the work 
could not be duplicated by another in 
time to follow through on several 
projects now underway 

The selectmen admitted they had 
discussed Passmore’s re-appointment 
in executive session as well as ap- 
pointments to two new positions on 
the Commission created at this year's 
Town Meeting, At this time, Select- 
man Jim Banda said, the Town 
Manager indicated that the re- 
‘Appointment would not be made. 

Although the Historical Commis- 
sion is not appointed by the 
selectmen, but by the town manager,

Samples of Passmore’s work were 
brought to Monday night's meeting by 
Melinda Murphy, secretary of the 
Commission, and shown to the

Murphy told the selectmen that the 
state inventory involved the pooling of 
the historical resources of all the 
cities and towns. This, she said, could 
result in the state, and perhaps 
Wilmington, receiving funds for 
historical projects. 

Because Wilmington was so far 
behind in its inventory work, she said, 
the state offered the Commission a 
grant to hire a research assistant. 
The assistant has now completed his 
work and been paid by the town. 
Murphy said, however, that she 
feared that reimbursement from the 
state would not be forthcoming if the 
inventory were not completed within 
the deadline set, a few weeks away.

Tech to return hard-fought funds

The Shawsheen Tech Regional 
School Committee has voted to return 
to its five area towns the $503,000 it 
won in a recent out-of-court settle- 
ment of its two-year-old suit. 

‘The reimbursement, however, still 
hinges on whether or not such a move 
is legally possible. At a Tuesday night 
meeting, the Tech School Committee 
told officials of the five towns that 
they would ask their counsel to look 
into the matter. 

In 1976, the five towns who are 
members of the Shawsheen Tech 
coalition sought to reduce the school’s 
proposed budget by $503,000. The 
Tech sued and their action resulted in 
an out-of-court settlement in which 
the Tech volunteered to waive penalty 
and interest charges. 

By court order, the five towns of 


Tewksbury and Bedford must still pay 
Shawsheen Tech their| share of the 
settlement. However, if all goes as 
expected, the monies could be return- 
ed to them as early as July 1, 1978. 

Wilmington’s share is $85,000 

The Tuesday night meeting was 
called by the Tech School Committee 
to discuss the possible uses to which 
the settlement would be put 

Three options were considered. The 
first earmarked $116,440 for two an- 
nual installment payments on com- 
puter equipment, $429,987.50 for prin- 
cipal and interest payments due in Oc- 
tober of 1979 and July of 1980, and $6,- 
662.50 in payment of an interest debt 
due in January 1980. 

The second option was a reduction 
of the proposed fiscal 1978-79 budget in 
the following manner: a $200,000 prin- 


eql: 1979, a $58,220 payment for com 
puter equipment due October 1, 1978 
and a $218,325 principal and interest 
payment due July 15, 1979. 

The third option, which represen: 
tatives of all five towns adamantly 
agreed should be the one selected, in- 
volved a cash reimbursement to the 
towns 

Roceo DePasquale, who. attended 
the meeting as a member of the 
Wilmington delegation, said the Tech 
School Committee decided upon the 
third option witl some hesitation 
‘They made the point, he said, that by 
returning the money to the towns, 
they might be encouraging reductions 
in future budgets. 

He said, however, that they decided 
to take this action as a show of good 
faith in their area towns

Harold McKelvey was many things 
in his lifetime, but more than 
anything else he was a survivor. 

Four years of active duty in World 
War I, where he was gassed and 
wounded 23 times; the great-depres- 
sion which wiped out all his savings;.a 
broken spine he received in 1945 from 
illicit insurance peddlers - McKelvey 
beat them all 

But they left their mark upon him. 
McKelvey died on April 10, 1978 at the 
age of 79, a victim of the dreaded lung 
disease emphysema. 

Born in Roxbury in 1899, McKelvey 
spent many years in Framingham 
before moving to Wilmington in 1950. 

Known in town as “‘dapper"’ for his 
modish attire, he is probably best 
remembered for his controversial 
commentary at town meetings and his 
several campaigns for public office. 

Although he worked at many jobs 
over the years, politics was 
McKelvey’s truest vocation. 


After his return to the States from 
Scotland following World War L, 
where he was hospitalized to recover 
from the effects of gassing, he studied 
evenings at Bentley College and Tufts, 
Harvard and Boston Universities. 
Days, he worked as a salesman, sell- 
ing magazines, correspondence 
courses, stocks and bonds, and, for a 
time, as teller at the Shawmut Bank 
of Boston 

McKelvey applied, once, for a posi- 
tion with the U.S. Post Office, but was 
turned down because of his war dis- 
ability 

He ran for State Senator, and U.S 
Congressman. He was a campaign 
manager for Sonny McDonough for 
Mayor, a clerk of courts, a Town 
Meeting Member, a speaker at Rotary 
clubs. 

McKelvey /was the originator of 23 
bills, of which he kept copies 
throughout his life. They included 
legislation against loan sharks, ver- 
min, ragweed and other scourges.

In 1933, McKelvey was appointed 
Chief Inspector of the Massachusetts 
Insurance Division, a position he was 
to hold for 12 years. A broken spine, 
forced him to retire in 1945. 

Even though he was no longer ac- 
tive in politics per se, McKelvey was 
still curious about developments in 
every area of government. 

He operated a part-time real estate 
office from his home until 1969, when 
his disability made it too painful for 
him to continue. He was operated on 
for scrapnel in his lungs, but the 
damage had already progressed too 
far to be repairable. 

The last 10 years of his life, 
McKelvey spent at home, using a 
respiratory machine three or four 
times a day 

Although his physical condition was 
poor, his mind was active. He read 
constantly, and the problems of 
government were still on his mind. 

“Everyone goes to baseball games, 
but no one goes to town meetings,” he 
told Linda Wartow in 1975, “Or even 
bothers to go and vote." 

McKelvey formed an organization 
called “Retired Employees of 
Massachusetts’’ and lobbied for 
various causes by telephone. 

He felt it was shameful that the old, 
with all their knowledge, should be 
thrown aside 

Autographed pictures of Kevin 
White, Paul Guzzi, Michael Dukakis, 
David Bartley, Frank Bellotti, 
Edward Kennedy and Edicott 
Peabody hung on Harold McKelvey’s 
wall, momentos of the brighter dayy 
of his youth. 

“Doctors say I must give up most dt 
my activities,” McKelvey said during 
his last years. “I guess I'm on my 
Last Hurrah.”
